Col. Dawson tows that he don't propose
to remain inactive and see Injustices snd re-
flections perpetrated and caat on the ad-

ministration and fair name of District-Attorne- y

Fellows. For tbe past two years he
has maintained a vigilant scrutiny of the
affairs of the office, and ho 1 positive that
he hss been an of a most de-
plorable occurrence, in which Assistant
District-Attorne- y Bodford was Implicated In
connection with a recent trial of murder.

Col. Dawson ia not alone in possssslon of
the views ho exprouet regarding tbe con-

duct of tho trial in question. Deputy Coro-n- or

Weston, while more diplomatic and gen-ti- e

in the enunciation of his ideaa regarding
tho care, maintains a pronounced opinion
ou the lamo aubjecl

for several days how it came to pass
that bis valuable testimony was never beard
by the Jury.

Altogether tho strictures and Innuendoes
fulminated by the two gentlemen against
Mr. Bedford are quite serlons, and, unless
they are backed by posltlvo and tangiblo
facts, somebody is llablo to got hurt.

While lying urnstrato t'ampobasso crept up
with a formidable harncss-makxr- 's needle in
his hand and plunged it several times into
the breast of Ills .leeping victim.

Another account ou which the defenso at
the trlsl was based, stated that illcct bad
been causing a disturbance in Campoba.so'
sbantr.and the latter put him ont. Iteturh-in- g

wltli a long.bladed knlfo in his hand,
lticci tried to gain admlttanco Into the room
for the alleged purpose of killing Campo-t-ass- n,

but was repelled by the latter who
stabbed him soveral timea iu the chest with
the harness-makor- 's noedlc.

Whichever account is truo. it Is a fact that
Campobasao lied from thia city and was sub-
sequently caught in Bonth Brooklyn. He
was placed on trial for murder in the first
degree beforo Judge Fitzgerald, in Part I.
of General Hessions laat woek, and waa
promptly acquitted on the ground of Justifi-
able homloide. Commenting on the trial
Cob Dawaon said to an Kvknino Wobld re-
porter:

"It is true that I have expressed positive
dlsspprobatiou of tbe manner in which
Judge Bedford conducted the prosecution
of Campobasao. None but the kindliest of
feelinga have existed between tbe gentle-
man and ruyaolf, but wbon the case came up
for trial Major Htewsrt, a reputable lawyer.
Informed mo that he bad been retained to
assist tho prosecution. He asked ms ro se-
cure tbe necessary formal permission, and
I referred him to the Assistant Dlstnat-At-torne- y

wno hadohargeof the case. 1 sub-
sequently learned from Major Btewtrt that
ho bad been discourteously received by
Judge Bedford, who.I am further informed,
sent a letter to the Urand Jury advlaing
them that no Indictment could be found.

Deputy Coroner Weston ald: "I am at
a loss to know how it was that Judge Bed-
ford did not call me to give my testimony.
It is tbe first case in my experience where
the medical testimony waa tlatlyetcluded in
a trial of murder. 1 was summoned to ap--

at the trial of Campobaaso as a witness,
responded, but 1 was told that I was not

wanted.
"it waa a rather strange proceeding. I

alone made the autopsy ou tbe body of
lticci. and had I been called Jo the stand I
could have given very important evidence
touching the man' wounds and the msnnsr
iu which they were inflicted. But 1 was shut
out.

"I am now, and have been, thoroughly
convinced that the man waa killed in a moat
brutal and cowardly manner. 1 would havo
teatltlel that, in my opinion, the nature and
location of the wound, left no doubt that
the deceased must have been In a defense-
less portion wheu stabbed. He could not
have made any resistance, and it is im-
pressed upon me ery forcibly tbat be was
taken by surprise ami stabbed."

As.iitsnt District-Attorne- y Bedford, when
told of tbeuttcraucesot Cot.
